FOR CHILDREN, given by William Broughton as a memorial to his 
mother. 


THE NATIONAL ARTS CLUB SCHOLARSHIPS in prose or poetry 
have been provided by the National Arts Club to students from col- 
leges or universities in the New York City area. 





THE DAVID R. SOKOLOV SCHOLARSHIP IN FICTION is awarded 
annually to an writer who has demonstrated talent and potential. 


THE B. FRANK VOGEL SCHOLARSHIP IN NONFICTION has been 
established as a lasting honor for the work of Dr. Vogel. 


THE STANLEY P. YOUNG FELLOWSHIP IN POETRY is a memorial 
to Stanley Young, for his plays, poetry, and teaching. 


THE MERALMIKJEN FELLOWSHIP IN POETRY is awarded each 
year to provide recognition by three sisters and their brother to a 
published poet.

STANLEY BATES, Administrative Director of the Conference, 
teaches Philosophy, and is Chairman of the Philosophy Depart- 
ment, at Middlebury College. He has taught previously at Har- 
vard and the University of Chicago, and has served as Middle- 
bury’s Dean of Arts and Humanities. His articles and reviews on 
ethics, aesthetics and the philosophy of law have appeared in 
the Journal of Philosophy, Ethics, The Philosophical Quarterly 
and Philosophy and Literature. 


MARVIN BELL, poet and essayist, teaches at the University of 
lowa, and has taught at Goddard College and the University of 
Hawaii. His books include Things We Dreamt We Died For, A 
Probable Volume of Dreams, The Escape Into You, Residue of 
Song; Stars Which See, Stars Which Do Not See; These Green- 
Going-to-Yellow and (with William Stafford) A Correspon- 
dence in Poetry (poetry) and Old Snow Just Melting: Essays and 
Interviews. He has held Guggenheim and National Endowment 
for the Arts Fellowships, and has received the Lamont Award, 
the Bess Hokin Award and an Emily Clark Balch Prize. 


STANLEY ELKIN, novelist and short story writer, teaches at 
Washington University in St. Louis. His novels are Boswell, A 
Bad Man, The Dick Gibson Show, The Franchiser and The Liv- 
ing End. He has also published a collection of short stories, 
Criers and Kibitzers, Kibitzers and Criers, and a book of novel- 
las, Searches and Seizures. Currently he is working on a novel, 
George Mills. He has received a Guggenheim Fellowship and 
grants from the Rockefeller Foundation, The National Institute 
of Arts and Letters, and the National Endowment for the 
Humanities. 


JOHN GARDNER is a novelist, short story writer, poet and 
critic. His works include The Resurrection, The Wreakage of 
Agathon, The Sunlight Dialogues, October Light, Nickel 
Mountain, Vlemk and Freddy's Book (fiction), On Moral Fic- 
tion (criticism) and a biography of Chaucer. A Guggenheim 
Fellow, he has held National Endowment for the Humanities 
and American Academy of Arts and Letters awards. He has 
taught at Oberlin, Southern Illinois University, Bennington, 
George Mason University and the State University of New 
York. 


GAIL GODWIN'S novels are The Perfectionists, Glass People, 
The Odd Woman, Violet Clay and A Mother and Two 
Daughters (1982). Her short stories have been published in 
Atlantic, Harper's, Esquire, Redbook, McCall's, Tri-Quarterly, 
The Paris Review, Antaeus, and in her volume Dream 
Children. A Guggenheim fellow, she has also received National 
Endowment grants for fiction and librettos. In 1981 she re- 
ceived the Award in Literature from the American Academy of 
Arts and Letters. She has taught at the lowa Writers’ Work- 
shop, Vassar, and, this past year, in the Columbia University 
Writing Program. 


JOHN IRVING is a novelist and short-story writer. His books 
include The World According to Garp, Setting Free the Bears, 
The Water-Method Man and the 158 Pound Marriage. He has 
taught at the lowa Writers’ Workshop, Mt. Holyoke and Bran- 
deis. He has received Fellowships from the Guggenheim and 
Rockefeller Foundations and from the National Endowment for 
the Arts. His fifth novel, The Hotel New Hampshire, was 
published in 1981. 


ERICA JONG is the author of Fruits and Vegetables, Half-Lives, 
Loveroot, At the Edge of the Body (poetry), Fear of Flying, How 
To Save Your Own Life and Fanny (fiction). Her most recent 
book, Witches, a blend of history, poetry and myth, was pub- 
lished in 1981. She has received a Bess Hokin Prize, a Premio In- 
ternationale Sigmund Freud (Italy) Award and a National En- 
dowment for the Arts Grant.

WILLIAM MATTHEWS, poet, has written Ruining The New 
Road, Sleek For The Long Flight, Sticks and Stones, Rising and 
Falling, and will publish a fourth book, Flood, this year. He has 
taught at Cornell, Emerson, Sarah Lawrence and the University 
of Iowa. He directs the Program in Creative Writing at the 
University of Washington. He has received National Endow- 
ment for the Arts and Guggenheim Fellowships. 


HOWARD NEMEROV, poet, novelist and essayist, teaches at 
Washington University, and has taught at Brandeis and Ben- 
nington. He has served as a Consultant in Poetry to the Library 
of Congress. His books include The Image and The Law, 
Gnomes and Occasions, The Western Approaches, The Col- 
lected Poems and Sentences (poetry), The Melodramatists, 
Stories, Fables and Other Diversions (fiction) and Figures of 
Thought (essays). He has received Guggenheim Fellowships, a 
National Book Award for Poetry and Pulitzer Prize for Poetry, 
and was awarded the Bollingen Prize for Poetry in 1981. 


TIM O'BRIEN won the 1979 National Book Award in fiction for 
his novel, Going After Cacciato. His other novels are Northern 
Lights and If I Die In A Combat Zone. His short stories have ap- 
peared in Esquire, The Atlantic Monthly, Redbook, Shenan- 
doah, and Denver Quarterly. He has received fellowships from 
the National Endowment for the Arts and from the Massachu- 
setts Arts and Humanities Foundation. In 1975 he held the 
Fletcher Pratt Fellowship in Prose at Bread Loaf; he was a Staff 
Assistant in 1976 and 1977, and he joined the Bread Loaf Staff in 
1979. 


ROBERT PACK, poet and Director of the Conference, teaches 
at Middlebury College. A former Fulbright Fellow, recipient of 
National Institute of Arts and Letters and Borestone Mountain 
Poetry Awards, his books of poetry are: The Irony of Joy, A 
Stranger's Privilege, Guarded by Women, Selected Poems, 
Home from the Cemetery, Nothing but Light and Keeping 
Watch. He has published three books of poetry for children, a 
critical study of the poetry of Wallace Stevens, and is co-editor 
of New Poets of England and America. Waking to My Name: 
New and Selected Poems was published in 1980. 


LINDA PASTAN, poet, has published four books of poetry: A 
Perfect Circle of Sun, Aspects of Eve, The Five Stages of Grief, 
and Waiting For My Life. She has also published three chap- 
books: On The Way To The Zoo, Setting The Table, and Even 
As We Sleep.
